Those wlio expected that Mr. Jar 
vis’ observation-i would strengthen the 
Klondike fever in this district will also 
be disai^pointed. To use his own ex 
nression: “I believe that the Klondike 
IS full of gold and that many of the 
stories told are full of w'ind. I was in 
Seattle when a steamer came down 
from Juneau with 20(J passengers and 
in conversing with several of them 
was convinced that the riches of the 
country cannot be overestimated,neith 
er can the hardships and the dangers 
of starvation and disease. There is* 
mining country 150 to 2U0 miles north 
of Spokane in British Columbia that is 
rich in gold, silver and copper. It is a 
sure thing, though perhaps not as rich 
as Klondike. Were I to mine I should 
go to this region. I know of one lady 
who is receiving a royalty of $14,0()0 
per month on her share in a claim and 
such strikes as this are not exceptiona 


Mr. Jarvis was greatly taken up with 
the farming land in Washington claims 
of K)0 acres of excellent farm land,goo( 
for wheat anji grain, for apples pears 
and peaches, may |be had for the a^k 
Ing and railroad laud as rich and pro 
ductive as any under the sun is obtain 
able at from l2 to $5 per acre. He has 
no idea of going to that country to live 
no idea of getting up a colony, but an 
one desiring information he will glad 
tell all he knows. He|beUeves it is 
place tor*fche (»oorman dissatisfied with 
his condition here.

Rocky mountains fi lied with its silver 
ore, he felt that it was put there by na­ 
ture to be used as money by the people. 
The ioformation he gained, he believes 
will be of assistance to him in the up­ 
building of his hewgpaper buginess. 
He is glad he went and he is also glad 
be is a resident of Michigan and of 
Benton Harbor.

WABIIIKOTON, Nov. 88.—In a previous 
discourse, Dr Talmago having shown the 
oppoi'bunlties of tho seoular prei^ in this 
diftcourse speaks of the mission of reli­ 
gious newspopers. 
His text le, “ Then 1 
turned and lifted up mine eyes and looked, 
and behold a Qying roll” (Zeehnriah v, 1). 


In a dream the prophet saw something 
rolled up advancing through the heavens. 
It contained p divine message. 
It moved 
swiftly, as on wings. 
It had much to do 
with tlie destiny of nations. 
But if you 
will look up you will sec* many flying 
rolls. 
They eomo with great ipfted and 
have m essi^^ for all the earth. 
The fly­ 
ing rolls of this century are tho newspa­ 
pers. 
They carry messages human and 
divine. 
They will decide the destiny of 
the hemispheres. 


There are in tho United States about 
£0,000 newspapers. The religloas newspa­ 
per of which I am tho editor was bom 10 
years ago, but born again seven years ago. 
In this brief time It has grown to about 
800,000 circulation, and, by tho ordinary 
rule of calculating the nmders of a paper, 
It has about 1,000,000 readers. Our coun 
try was blest with many religious jour­ 
nals, edited by consecrated men, while 
their contributorfi wore tho oblest and 
best of all professions and fKoupntions. 
Some of those journals for half a century 
had l)cen dropping their bencdictlonii 
upon tlie nation, and they live on and will 
continue to live on until there will bo no 
more use for their mission, the world Itself 
having become a flying roll on the tempests 
of tho Inst, clny, going out of existence. 
There will be no more use for such ogcn- 
cies wiien the world ceases, because, in 
tho spiritual stotc, we shall linvc such ve 
loclty that wc can gather for ourselves all 
the news of heaven, or, seeing some world 
in confljigrtttlon, may go ourselves in an 
instilnt to examine personally the scene of 
disaster. 


Was there room for another religious 
journal in this land, alixwiy favored with 
thn highest style of religious journalisms* 
Oh, yes,’ if untlonoininational, plenty of 
room. Nothing can eviu* take the place of 
the denominational newspaper. When thf 
millennium eonu’s in, it will find as many 
denominations oh there are now. 
I^oople, 
nceowling to their temperament>», will al­ 
ways prefer this or that form of ehurcii 
government, this or thîit style of wonsjhip. 
You miglit as well ask us all t<î live in 
one hou.«:e as to a.sk us all to worsliij« In 
one denomination or to abolish the regi- 
mentH of an army in order to make them 
one great iie.^t. 


D enom inational Paper«. 


Each denomination must have its own 
journal, set fipart especially to present the 
charities, explain tlio work ond forward 
the interests of that particular sect. 
Tho 
death of one denominational journal is a 
calamity to all the other denominations. 


would almost feel tiuit a great mlsfor 
tune had happened me if The Christian 
Intelligeneer of tho Reformed church (my 
mother church) did not come to my house 
every week, for I ivas brought up on it, 
and it has t>econio a household necessity. 
Such a denominational journal had better 
Im> edited by some one who rocked in the 
cradio of that church and, ordained at her 
altars, having become venerable In her 
service, sits spectacled and wise and, witli 
heart full of uaered mc*morles, addrcsws 
the living of today. 
In tho most saen*d 
crypt of our memory stands the statue of 
the religious editor« Abel Stevens and 
Joshua I.ieavltt and tho royal family of 
tho primes, Irenæus and Kusebius, while 
others linger on tho banl;s of the Jordan 
where they will not have long to wait for 
Elijah’s chariot, and when they go up, if 
wo still bo sit ing at our editorial desks 
we will cry out in the memorable words, 
My father, my father, the chariot of 
Israel and tho horsemen thereof!” 


But, then, there are great movements 
In which all denominotions wish to join, 
and wo want more undenominational 
newspapers to mai^hal and advance and 
inspire such movements. 
Yet such jour­ 
nals have ii diiHeuIt task, because all 
Christian men, if they have l)ohaved wel 
in their denominations, for some reasoi 
prefer tiio ont of their natural and spirit­ 
ual nativity and. even looking otT upon 
tho general fleld and attempting wider 
work, will bo apt to look at things through 
denominational preference and to treat 
then» with a denominational twist. 


In tho iKsuing of tho religious journal 
whose seventh anniversary I preach that 
diilicuity has been met and overcome by 
tho fact that its pulisher is a Methodist 
and in its editorial rooms there are a Pres 
byterian, an Episcopalian and aCongrega-. 
tionaiist, and a Una of denominational 
prejudieo In editorial or reportoriai eolunm 
would run 
igainst immediate protest. 
Against John Wesley’s “ Free Grneo,’'o r 
Calvin’s “ Eternal Decrees,” or Bishop Mo 
IIvalue's “ Canonicals," or Dr. Dowling’s 
“ Baptistery,” from year’s end to year’s 
end not a word is w'ritten or printed. 
On 
all these subjects we have convictions, bu‘ 
undenominational journalism Is not thi 
place to state thorn. 
Ho who tells all he 
knows and expresses all he thinks on ^1 
occasions and in all places without refer^ 
eneo to the proprieties Is a boor or a erank 
and of no practical service either to ehurcb 
or state. 


Tha Dndanominatlonal Press. 
Undenominational journalism Is abso­ 
lutely necessary to dcmonstrato the unity 
of the Christian world. 
Wide and desper­ 
ate attempt is made to show that the re­ 
ligion of Jesus Christ is only a battle­ 
ground of sect«, and the cry has béen: “ If 
you want us to accept your religion, agroe, 
gentlemen, as to what tiie Christian re­ 
ligion really is. This denomination says a 
few drops of water dripping from the end 
of the fingers is baptism, and another de­ 
mands the submergence of the entire body. 
This one prays with book, and that one 
makes extemimraneous utterance. 
The 
rector of one delivers his sermon in a 
gown, while the backwoods preacher of 
another sect addresses tho people in his 
fhirt sleeves. 
Some of your denomina* 
tiuus have the majestic douUnant in the 
i>iM'vicc and otbera spontaneity. 
Some of 
you think that from all eternity some 
w I re ]iredeatinated to be saved and that 
(rn!u ail eternity others were doomefl.” 
Now, it It the business of Young Men’s 
Christian associations and tractsoeletlei 
and Sunday sehool unions and pronounced 
uudenumlniltuihal journaU to show the 
faltlty of the jhMge that we are flghtlnf 
among oiinalvaa by gathering all Chrlt* 
tlan denomlmitloBi on one plettonii or 
Ih i u«Hjid ieiiiUBiiil of ill 
111^31

The population of the island is mad« 
up of Boveral laees. 
On the coast on« 
fiwds a mongrel blend of Araibs and ne­ 
groes. 
Among tho mountains the vil­ 
lagers are Bedouin pure and simple, 
with chocolate colored skins and hand­ 
some features. 
But, takt*n as a whohi, 
the inhabitants of Sokotra do not im ­ 
press ono favorably. They are extreme­ 
ly greedy, and “ robeeah” is a word 
scarcely ever out of their mouths. 
The 
rupee has ousted the old M aria Theresa 
dollar from this island, as from othei 
oriental countries, but tlie islanders are 
not ;^et accustomed to the use of the 
Smaller Indian currency, and often look' 
ed askance at tho 2 anna pieces we of­ 
fered them tor milk or butter. 
Only 
once during our stay did we meet with 
any real generosity or hospitality, and 
that was from an alien, a merchant oí 
Muscat. 


Woo to the unhappy traveler whoni 
money gave out in tíokotra, or to the 
still more hapless m ariner cast upon 
these shores w ithout any possessiijus. 
The sultan, it is true, receives £90 a 
year from the B ritish government and 
is required by treaty to befriend Eng­ 
lishmen w ho may be wrecked on this 
coast, but the abominable treatm ent wo 
received at the hands of this mean and 
avai'ieious ruler would not lead one to 
expcct much in the way of generosity 
toward poor or penniless outcasts. When 
we wislied to leave the island before the 
change of the mousoou had cut ofl! all 
possibility of such a thing, the sultan 
prevented any lioat from making a bar 
gain w ith ns, in order to force us to 
employ his own dhow, for the hire of 
which he demanded the outrageons sum 
of £180. We ultimately seoured the 
wretched bnggalow for £50, an extortion 
ate iirice.—Longman's Magazine.

ABOUT THE COUNTY. 


T he Gurmiin Trlbci. 


We know nothing of the German 
tribes until .abuut 100 B. C. Suddenly 
they loom up in the north, aggrossivc* 
foes of the Romans. For some time 
they were held in cheek by the stubborn 
resistaufo of the legions, until liually, 
when the re.strainiug hand of Rome was 
Nvithdniwn, they spread all over west­ 
ern Europe in the fourth and fifth am- 
turies of our er.i. 
Such are the well 
known liistorie facts. Let us see what 
arehwology may add to them. The iirst 
investigators of ancient burial grounds 
in soutliern Germany unearthed two 
distinct types of skulls. 


The round headed variety was quite 
like that of the modern peasantry round­ 
about. The other doliehoe(;phali<5 type 
was less Irequent, but strongly marketi 
in placos. 
An additional feature of 
these latter w^as noted at onee. They 
were generally found in burial plaetf 
of a peculiar kind. 
An easterly shjping 
hill was especially preferred, on wliieh 
the skeletons lay ieet toward thu rising 
sun—probably a matter of religious im­ 
portance. The boilies were also regu­ 
larly disposed in long rows, side by 
side, a circumstance which led Eeker to 
term them Reihengrabi^, or row graves. 
Other archieologists, by a stutly of the 
personal effects in the grav«-s, .succeeded 
in identifying these people with the 
tall, blond Teutonic invaders from the 
noyth. 
Such 
graves are found jill 
through Germany us far north as Thu­ 
ringia. They bear witness that Teutonic 
blood infiltrated through the wiiole pop­ 
ulation. — Protx-iiiior W. Z. Ripley in 
Popular Science Monthly.

SEATTLE BRINGS DOWN GOLD. 


Th« Steam er B rousht a Load of 
Patsenfcers and Cold from 
th e North Sunday. 


Dawgon City, Oct. 15. (via Seattle, 
^ 'Waah^f Nov. 2il)—Famine and star*»«- 
aro threatening the people of the 
Yukon river between Minook creek, 
Alanka, and tstewart river, Northw^iBt 
territory. There jtre over 1,000 p«.- 
«ont in Oaw^on City 
without pr< - 
visions. An equal number, ineluding 
uromeD and children, are lying in tente 
Slid 'toda^ a hea^y enow it» falling. 
'Men are arriving at the rate of sev> 
enty five a 4ay, many of whom have 
leM than half enough rations to last 
through the winter. Beane. Hour,rice, 
baoon and other provisions are selling 
. from fl.25 to $l.fiO a pound. Jack 
ilalton of J uneau and ooe or two other 
atockmon arrived lately with a few 
hundred head of live stock and tem- 
jiorarily relieved the fiituatloc. 


No power on earth 43an prevent a 
famine. The people appreciate It to 
the fullest extent. Caches are being 
jrobbed nightly. One man was detected 
. f n the act of stealing food and was shot 
through 
the leg. The wound may 
•prove fatal. He was driven to desper­ 
ation by hunger. A dozen men have 
been arrested for robbing caches. 


The gold commissioner could not get 
enough provisions to feed his oiiice 
force and was compelled to send several 
elerks and assistants down to Fort Yu> 
kon, where 1,000 tons of food is stored. 
The wiott;r has commenced. On the 
AUaka side of the Yukon river there 
pure fully 3,o00 peoplei and there is less 


poi 
bei 


than 1,200 tons of provisions to feed 
them. The dominion police are send* 
ing scores of men down the river to 
Circle City and Fort Yukon to relieve 
the local situation. In Circle City a 
week or two ago two steamers, the P 
B. Weare and the Bella, were stopped 
by thirty men armed with rlHesand re­ 
lieved of thirty tons of provisions. 
There is no concealing the true status 
of alTairs. Before spring thous^ds of 
men and scores of women and children 
will be suffering from the pangs of 
hunger and disease. 


Provisions will be needed in Febru­ 
ary and March to prevent great suffer­ 
ing. The commercial companies are 
doing what they can to relieve the sit­ 
uation by equali'/ing the division of 
food supply. Hundreds of men are In 
camp with a sack of Hour each^ forty 
unds of bacon, twenty-iive*pounds of 
uns and live pounds of cotTee to last 
until ne.xt June. No man cun perform 
hard work on such meager food. 


The Canadian otticials have posted 
notices w^arning the people to Ucu »u.. 
Dawson City at once, as stai’vation nov 
stares every man in the fac^ wh-* is 
waiting and hoping for outside relief.
